On Memorial Day, 1952, at my suggestion, our family tra- 
velled to a farm noar Hudson, Ohio, not far from Metz Station. 
We had just mado ovr treditional trip to Oakwood Cometary in 
Cuyahoga Tallis, whore my grand-parcnts, Mabel and,;"Bimpie" are 
buried beside Mabel's father and mother, In a way it was in 
memory of Mabcl shat we travelled the additional few miles to 
Hudson, 


Mabel had instilled in me at a tender age my love of 
history, and had added to that intorest by leaving a serics of 
notes on her family. I have been studying these notes during 
the past fow years, and particularly those concerning the Stccle 
and O'Brion Familics, The trip to tho O'Brion Cometary was ors 
I have wanted to make for some time, and last ycar our whole 
family visitca the farm which had been the original homestead of 
Henry O'Brien, and on which the O'Brien Cemetary is located, 


I cannot begin to describe the peace and quiet of this 
smoli piece of ground, It is situated far back from the road, in 
fact, you can hardly see it, upon a knoll shaded by great oaks 
ana mapies, and surrounded by a low picket fence, Here I was 
brought into contact with pages of history written on tombstones, 
many of which are weathered past recognition, broken, or over- 
turned, Here in one cemetary are buricd the Ohio ancestors of 
my grandmother, Among them are two Revolutionary War veterans 
and two who fought in the war of 1812. There are besides these 
soldiers, tho farmers, tradesmen, civic leaders, teachers, and 
just plain people who helped to make the wilderness of the Con-" 
necticut Western Reservo into the great industrial and agriculta 
ural section of Ohio that it is today. 


This pamphlet is in no way intended to be a final publi- 
cation, but is merely a compilation of Mabel Ste&lo Taylor's 
notes, with a little research on my part added. There are un« 
doubtedly mistakes, which I hope the readers will help to correct. 
I hope that this small effort will produce information from those 
who read it, such as missing names, dates, residences, marriages, 
occupations, Church affiliations, etc.$; but more tnmportant than 
all of these ~ I hope it produces the stories and legends about 
the individuals mentioned herein - for there lies the value of 
these efforts,

It is fitting to begin this story of our Ohio Family with Henry 
OtBrien, who came to America in 1801, ard settled in Hudson Township 
in Summit County in 1802, the yea: before Ohio became a State, and 
only two years after tne seutienent or the first white man in the ter- 
ritory, Hoe ceme a yoang, unmerried man ani stayed to establish a family 
and find prorperity torough hard worx, Perhaps the best description of 
him can be found in his funeral sermon, preached in Christ Episcopal 
Church, Hudson, “The parts concerned with Church doctrine have been 
omitted, The original manuscript of the sermon is in the possession of 
Margaret Taylor Duryee. 


Funeral Sermon 
Henry O'Brien died July = i852 


Job V. 26, "Thou shalt come to thy grave in a full age, like as a 
shock of ccrn cometh jn his season," 


It is seldom that we are called upon to perform an office, where 
our emoticns are of such a conflicting character, as the one we propsse 
today, Ar. office, in which the grief for our own loss, admits of so 
littie mitigation in any hopes for the fubure for ourselves that our 
loss can ever be repaired; and joy that so far as) our departed friend 
is concerned that he has made so blessed an exchange, In him is ful- 
filled in its broadest, best and most comprehensive sense the words of 
the patriarch: "Thou shalt come to thy grave in a full age, like as a 
shock of corn cometh in his season," While one cannot but feel most 
deeply the loss we have sustained at the same time we cannot but feel a 
consolation which nothing can disturb, that what is loss to us is gain 
to him. We have good reason to believe that our departed friend was 
one whom Jesus loved, and this alone, is enough to make it right and 
proper that we should love and honor him too... 


(Here follows a theological discussion of death,) 


And now to apovly these things to our lamented friend, whose death 
we mourn, to whose life and death all these circumstances bear a close 
resemblance, He was born in Derrydighoe, in the County of Leitrin, 
Ireland, of protestant parents on the 9th of September, 1781, He emi- 
grated to America in 1801, and came to Hudson in 1802, and died July 
1l7th, 1852, making his age 70 years 10 months and 8 days, Thus it ap- 
pears that the whole of his life, except twenty years, has been snent 
in this town, so that all that he has been, as a man, and a Christian, 
is well known to all who have resided here for the last 50 years, Ue 
has seen the town, now smiling in plenty, and covered with evidences 
of prosperity, where an unbroken forest, and has been identified with 
its growth fron its first settlement, it being but two years from the 
entrance of the first white man, that he became a resident. Ho was 
horn and educated in the Episcopal Church, and long before it had an 
cxistence in this vicinity, he retained all the love for it, which has 
veen so evident in later years. Before its establishment, he connected 
hnimscelf with the Methodist, as he has often told me, because he wished 
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not only to identify himself with Christians, but because he wished to 
enjoy the privilege of helping to sustain the gospel and live in the 
use of its ordinances, When the church in which he had made a profes- 
sion of religion at a very early age was established in Stow, he left 
the denomination with whom he hac held a tomporary communion, and 
joined the church of his choice, When the Church at Cuyahoga Falls was 
built, he assisted liberally in the work, and continued as a vestry man 
there till the church was organized in Hudson, for which he always felt 
greab enxiety, and on the llth of July, 1842, at the first organization 
of tnis parish he was chosen Senior Warden, which office he has held 

up to the day of his death, In the building of this church his contri- 
bution was always the largest except one, and his yearly contribution 
has always been in the same proportion. He has always been ready and 
willing to aid in everything where pecuniary help was needed, and the 
best he could do, was always the measure of his actions. He has also 
shown the attachment and interest he has had for the church by securing 
to it for all time, an income not inferior to what he has paid for its 
support during ris lifetime, 


Mis religious history begins with childhood, and has been main-~ 
tained ccasistontly, humbly, devotedly, to the last. When his seat was 
vacant in chvr2h we all knew that he was sick, or in attendance upon 
these who were, and for four years past I do not think he has evor »ecn 
acs2nS Proa ic. woek day or Sunday service, without such an excuse, ilis 
picty wes without pretence, and his good was done with humility, never 
ariezating himself any praise, for what he had done, he pursued his 
courses of oenevolent and holy living, beloved and respected by ail. 
His afflictions, which have been many, were borne with resignaticn, 
and his prosperity without ostentation,. As a man, he was kind anda 
corsiderate, free in his use of what God had given him for the benerit 
or the poor, and cspecially the despised poor of his own country, to 
whom his doors were never shut. Hundreds of poor wanderers have been 
red and sheltered? under his roof, and the blessings of thoso ready to 
porisn, have been poured out upon his head. His religious character 
was catholic and libwral like the rest. A poor papist received the 
same welcome at his door, as one of his own brethern, and many an 
Irish priest has been fed and warmed at his fireside. His feelings 
were liberal towards all, and during the 135 years of my acquaintance 
with him, I never heard an unkind word from his lips toward any hvman 
soul. His upright and honorable character in his dealings with his 
neoign»vurs has always been proverbial, and I have yet to learn thet rny 
man ais said a word against him in reference to any thing in all th 
relations of his life. His relations to me have been such, as to eu 
balm his memory in my deepest hearts affection. His sympathy in 
trouble, his advice in difficulty, his seconding of every effort for 
the good of the church have been such that I fear that I shall not 
soon find his place made good in all respectSeece 


Goring to the country when a wilderness, without means of living, 
anc dovcnding upon his own exertions for his support, he formed habits 
of Iniustry wkrich never forsook him, but admidst the toils and priva-.-- 
c*ors of a new country, he never forgot the lessons of piety and wis- 
don waick he learned in childhood, but has always, openly and secretiv, 
lives as e Christian ought... Pressing as were the cares of a large 
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family, he never let them interfere with his duty to God and religion, 
No slight excuse ever kept him from the house of praycr, and I have it 
from his own lips that his habit of prayer has been daily and constant, 
His last sickness has been too sovere to admit of much conversation, 
but last year when we all expected that his siclmess was unto death, 
his peace was unbroken, and his confidence without a cloudee. 


It wonld seem a libsl on my hearers to address a class called 
movrmors over such a grave, Let us then take comfort from the sano 
roun guia ot joy. He tried and tostecd to his satisfaction, the patas 
ot wisdom, and he found them pleasant paths. He trod the way of 
prayoze and he found it a pleasant way. He cast his sins and burdens 
oi. the Ierd, and he found the promise sure, He found "godliness to ve 
nrofitable in ali things, having the promise of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come." Let us follow him as he followed Christ, 
Let our 1li%e be as blamelcss, our religion as consistent and exemp.iary. 
Then shall we t20 "come to cur grave in a full age, like a shock of 
corn in his season,

Their table seemed to me, when I was a child, to be ten or twelve 
feot long. Christian Cackler who lived some three miles from Uncle 
Harry's, when twelve years old, was left in care of his father's cabin 
his father and brother went to Pennsylvania, Aftor sticking to the 
cabin three weeks and the food had given out, ho remembered Aunt Sally's 
generosity and went to the house and stayed three weoks until his 
father camo home, I can imagine Aunt Sally taking a mothor's part to 
the little starved boy who came to hor, 


They were also interested in the people's souls welfare, Uncle 
Harry, A. A. Brewstor and A. Sadler were the first builders of the 
Episcopal Church in Hudson in 1840. He also helped to build the Church 
tm Cuyahoga Falls, I think all who know this worthy couple will agree 
with me that thoir namos should be among the three, Uncle Harry was a 
small man with a big heart; had faith in God, in himself and in mon 
around him, this was good capital for him to start out with, He was 
net ono who suspected every man to be a roguc. Can we not learn a 
lesson from him who was diligent in business, forvent in spirit, ser- 
vinz the Lord? I suppose Uncle Harry and Aunt Sally had some of tho 
failings and short comings incident to humanity, but I do not remember 
one of them and could not have the heart to tell of it if I did remer- 
ber them, Mr, O'Brion dicd at the ago of 71, Sarah, his wifc, at the 
age of, 79,

As pointed out above, Henry O'tBricn was a member and vestryman of 
St. John's Episcopal Church in Cuyahoga Falls, before the Hudson Canrcn 
was organized, His descendants maintained a relationship with the 
Falls Church, as is pointed out in the article below, It also indtcctes 
that Henry O'Brien or his wife Sarah Ann Walker may have been baptizza 
in that parish:

Peter McCauley, rather of Mrs, Steele, was born in Ireland, 
and was a small boy when he accompanied his mother (Mary) to 
Arerica, Here he learned the shoemaker trade which he fol- 
towed for many years at Streetsboro, Portage County, Ohio, 
‘ater moving to Hudson, where he spent the rest of his life 
on a farm, dying in April, 1863. He married Mary O'Brien, 
who was born at Hudson, Ohio, and who was a daughter of Henry 
O'Prien, a protestant Irishman, who came from Ireland and 
settled in Portage County in the year that Ohio became a 
otate. 


Peter and Mary Ann McCauley lived on the farm of Henry O'Brien, and 
*he farm passed into the McCauley family, Legend has it that Mary 
Erion MeCauley was a school teacher, and with the extra money she 
vicugnat to the household, she purchased some fine pieces of furniture, 
some of which are still in the family, the most precious of these 
being « m3Lodeon, which with proper repairs can still be played today.

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Among other itens, there are several gold pins once worn by Mary McCau- 
ley that are today in the possession of Margaret Taylor Duryee, Mary 
McCauley outlived ail her brothers and sisters, and as a result, in- 
herited not only the family farm but also coin silver pieces from her 
sister ana the O'Brien Family Bible, In her later years, she became 
blind, but never lost her fine sense of values and religious ideals,

Honderson Steele, whose recent death, at the age of 62 ycars, ree 
mcved one of the best known and most highly respected citizens of 
Cuyahoga Falls, was born in Stow Township, Summit County, Ohio, Novem- 
Ser 15, 1845, son of Isaac and Margaret C. Steele, 


Henderson Steele was reared on the home farm in Stow Twp., of 
which he subsequontly became the owner, and to which ho added & asnmes, 
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ir nis later years he ceased to operate the property himself, renting 
it on shares to two men, one of whom carries on general farming and 
the other conducts the cekery garden, consisting of 14 acres, Dairy- 
ing is also carried on largely on the farm, 14 cows being kept for 
this purpose, and the milk being shipped to Akron, On the farm is 
some excellent stock, In tho spring of 1906, Mr. Stoole retired from 
active work and purchased a home in Cuyahoga Falls, where he died. 


In 1877, Mr, Stoele, in partnership with his brothers, Thomas 
and St. Clair, ctarcc’ a lumbering business under the firm name of 
Steele Brothcors, Purchasing a portable saw mill, they operated it 
through this sovctioa cf the State, Mr. Henderson $teele having charge 
of the business for many years. For a quarter ofa century the firm 
also did an extensive threshing business,. In 1906 the firm was incor 
porated as the Stcele Brothers Hardwood Lumber Company. The company 
buys the standing lumber and sells the rough lumber locally. Mr. 
Steele's death occurred suddenly at his home, on Sunday cvening, 
Scptember 29, 1907, and was due to heart failure. His end was peace- 
fvl, and on the morrow the community of Cuyahoga Falls knew that a
